Aa TRAVELER’S TALES OF BARBER- 
OUS PEOPLE IN OTHER PLACES. 


Bhaved by a Woman—A Hair-Breadth 
*Scape in Calcutta—In a Scrape 
With a Jap Barber. 


‘There are many inconveniences endured by 
travelers and globe-trotters, I suppose,’ said 
TuE CONSTITUTION reporter as he settled back 
in his chair and puffed at the cigar “‘the well- 
known traveler” had given him.

“FT couldn’t help thinking that term ‘blood- 
letting’ sounded ominously in connection with 
a ‘barbaress,’ but dismissing the suspicion as 
unchivalrous I entered the shop.

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‘Lieutenant Hodgson Writes About the People, the Resources, 
and the Peculiarities of Alaska. 


[The following article isfrom the pen of Lieu- 
tenant A. C. Hodgson, formerly of Athens, and 
now of the United States Navy. He is well-known 
in Georgia, 2nd his letter will be read with par- 
ticular interest.) 

U. 8S. S. Prxta, SrtKa, Alaska, April 3 
1890.—[Special Correspondence.}—It has been 
suggested by a very partial friend of mine that 
Tue CONSTITUTION would be glad to hear 
from me, with the hope, I suppose, of obtain- 
ing a letter of sufticient interest about life, etc., 
{n this far away land to lay before its numerous 
readers. My first impulse was to respectfully 
decline yielding to the courteous § sug- 
gestion, having never fm my life 
written a _ line for publication, nor 
having ever felt the slightest inclination or 
ability sotodo. Butas I have always taken a 
lively interest in the prosperity and success of 
THE CONSTITUTION and having so many 
friends among its readers, as well as upon its 
staff, I hardly find 1t in my power to refuse so 
reasonable a request, if my compliance with it 
may be of any service to the former or gratifi- 
cation to the Jatter. Doubtless the first ques- 
tion arising in the minds of many of my friends 
who know of my being in this remote region,

At that time the army was withdrawn, and 
the navy ruled affairs until the installation 
of the civil government in the fall of 1884. 
During the naval regime it had been found 
Necessary on several occasions to administer 
severe and summary punishment to the 
matives, principally for murdering some 
white miners prospecting through the country. 
In a couple of instances two entire villages 
were destroyed and the inhabitants driven to 
geek homes elsewhere. Such measures gave 
the Indians a most wholesome respect for and 
dread of naval gunboats which could steam 
Fight in front of their villages and by pouring 
fn a broadside of shell and cannister, cause 
them to take to the woods in a hurry, whereas, 
except in immediate proximity to a garrison, 
they caréd very little about the military, as 
there is no possible way of reaching the 
@ifferent settlements except by — water. 
Upon the establishing of the civil 
governinent, it was readily comprehended 
that it would be powerless to preserve law and 
order unless backed by the naval authority, 
whose performances have left such a deep iin- 
pression upon the savage mind. Hence one 
of the smaller vessels comes around during five 
months of the summer and spring among the 
different settlements to let the natives know 
that we are on the alert, whichis quite suffi- 
cient tokeep them in check from one 
year toanother. During the rest of the year 
the vessel lies moored in Sitka, as during that 
time frequent severe gales 
and heavy snow storms make 
navigation in these intricate and unsurveyed 
waters quite dangerous, and the Indians con- 
fine themselves quietly to their own villages. 

BEAUTIFUL SCENERY. 

My turn for sea duty having come around 
at the same time that another officer’s cruise 
or this vessel had expired,.I was ordered, 
up totake his place. Ihepe tobe relieved 
this coming fall. It requires the pen and pen- 
cil of an artist to give any ideaof the grandeur 
and magnificence of Alaskan scenery and, as 
there are already a great number of 
books = full of information upon 
the subject, I shall not attempt 
the difficult task. Suffice it tosay that 
should any of your readers wish to enjoy 
three weeks of delightful travelin a pleasant 
steamer over the finest stretch of inland Wat- 
ers in the world, surrounded by lofty mountain 
ranges, dotted allover with beautiful ever- 
green islands and borderedin the more north- 
erly portion by grand and huge glaciers, let 
him or her join the army of tourists that every 
summer take passage on one of the line of. 
weekly steamers running up here from Puget 
pound, starting either from Tacoma, Seattle 
or Port Townsend. Owing to the number of 
tourists coming from all parts of 
the United States and frequent- 
ly from abroad, to visit this country, informa- 
tion about it is becoming much more widely 
desseminated ; but itis very amusing to some 
times.discéver what erroneous ideas are en- 
tertained by many, who expect to confirm 
VAcue impressions of a desolate, frozen and un- 

nhabitable regions by whatthey see in a quite 
ighly favored part of the territory. Alaska 
isthe name given to the entire section of 
country stretching along the coast from the 
Arctic Ocean to Dixon’s entrance in latitude 
B4 degrees 40 minutes north, the boundary 
parelie] between it and British Columbia. 


A WILD COUNTRY. 
The entire area is some 530,000 square miles, 
toncerning most of which very little is known, 
while the part visited by tourists generally, 
geographically called southeast Alaska, is 


_ only 29,000 square miles, very brisk with life 


during the summer months and void of such | 


evidences of the artic world as sea lions, polar 
bears, fur-clad natives, etc., which are only to 
be found in the remoter regions of Behring 
Bea. As to the future of Alaska it 
is very difticult to make any 
predictions. Many visionaries forsee 
the most wonderful hereafter for a land so 
blessed with natural riches, but for my part I 
fail to see how it can ever be the permanent 
abiding place of a civilized population. The 
Country is aseries of mountain ranges, rising 
abruptly from the coast line, and covered with 
w dense impenetrable undergrowth and decayed 
vegetation. Scattered here and there in shel- 
tered places along the beaches will be found 
the native villages and the smaller towns 
which owe their existence to the exigencies of 
trade. The Indians live on fish, game.and 
wild berries, but the demands of the whiter 
must be supplied from Puget sound and Port- 
by a monopolizing line of steamers 
which makes living very expensive and only 
profitable during the short and busy season. 
A few acres of tillable land may be found 
throughout the territory and when the season 
is favorable, which is about once every three 
rs, some garden vegetables, such as pota- 

, cabbage, caulifiower, lettuce, raddishes, 
etc., are cultivated very profitably. Even 
could enough areable land be found to make 
its cultivation an object, the rain would inter- 
fere materially with the maturity

far adrift from its companions, but, asa rule, 
they confine themselves pretty closely to a 
certain track in the seas, which poaching seal- 
ing vessels know very well, until they disap- 
pear altogether. Whence they come or 
whither they go, no one has yet been able to 
discover, but about the middle of June they 
appear, and the breeding season is over, and 
not one is tobe found on the islands after 
September ist, and during this time all the 
killing is done. There are over sixty varie- 
ties of food fish in Alaskan waters, the 
best and. most abundant being the 
cod, halibut and salmon, the two 
latter furnishing the principal food supply to 
the natives. The cod and halibut fisheries are 
as yet in their infancy, onlyafew San Fran- 
cisco firms being engaged therein, but salmon 
canneries have sprung up all over the territory, 
as fartothe westward as Ounalaska, 1,200 
miles from Sitka, and the number is increas- 
ing every year,and are a most profitabie source 
of revenue to their owners. know of one 
small cannery that was erected in_ 1888 at a 
cost of $35,000, and by the -end.of the 
season, four months, the profits 
had amounted to within a few hun- 
dollars of the original investment. 
The salmon begin to run in May or June, 
making for the mouths of fresh water streams, 
where they spawn in such quantities as fre- 
quently to completely choke up some of the 
smaller ones, and numbers are crowded out 
upon the banks. 

Gold has been found in nearly all portions of 
southeast Alaska, but on account of the tre- 
mendous natural difficulties to be overcome, 
the ore has not been found to be sufficiently 
rich or plentiful to make its mining profitable, 
except in’ the vicinity of Juncarn, 
the only thriving and populous 
place in the territory. Rich placer mines 
have been worked on the- Yukon river and 
tributary streams, and miners go up there 
every spring, buton account of the terrible 
trials they undergo from exposure, and fre- 
quently starvation, their numbers are yearly 
diminishing. At Jumearn is to be found 
the largest stamp millin the world, 560 stamps, 
crushing about 900 tons of ore daily. The 
quartz is of a low grade, running from $5 to $6 
per ton, yet, on account of its accessibility and 
almost inexhaustible supply, the owners have 
& very fine’ property. As it costs 
about 95 cents per ton to get out 
the gold, one can easily figure out the 
profits. The amount of capital invested is 
about $3,000,000. The present owners bought 
the mine from its discoverer, an old prospector 
known as French Pete, who had no idea of 
the value of his find, for $500. I would not 
advise a friend of mine to invest a cent in 
Alaska mines, for this is the only one that has 
ever paid anything, though thousands upon 
thousands of dollars have been spent in pros- 

ecting. Many valuable furs, such as sea and 
and otter, marten, lynx, silver gray 
fox, etc., are obtained each 
year, though in constantly diminishing 
quantities, and are eagerly svught after by 
small traders scattered over the territory for 
the purpose of buying them up for San Fran- 
cisco and Portland firms. The instinct of the 
native for trade is wonderful, and their greed 
for money, the use of which they quickly per- 
ceive to meet the demands springing up from 
their intercatiirse with the whites, has been 
greatly increased by the sharp competition 
among these traders and by the gullibility of 
many of the tourists, who, with more money 
than judgment, pay most extravagant prices 
for anything that may suit their fancy. In 
the remoter regions, far removed from 
the prote¢ting Influenct of the law, furs 
and skins are procured for a mere 
song by dealers, principally on whaling ves- 
sels, who cater tothe inordinate appetite of 
the natives.for rum and barter it in exchange 
for their pelts. Strenuous efforts are made to 
stop this illegal traflic, the sale of liquor being 
strictly prohibited within the territory on ac- 
count of its demoralizing and baneful effects 
upon the Indians, but unscrupulous persons 
find means to evade the law and the native 
population in those places is being wofully 
decimated in consequence. 
A few more lines upon some of the habits 
and customs of these people, and I guess you 
and your readers will have been sufficiently 
entertained(?) The Aborigines have been 
classified into four distinct tribes; viz.: the 
Eskimo, along the shores of Behring Sea; the 
Aleuts, inhabiting the chain of the Aleutian 
islands; the Athabaskans, who dwell in the 
interior along the great rivers touching the 
coast only at the mouth of the Copper river, 
‘and the Thlinkets, who form the native popu- 
lation along the coast from Mount St. Elias to 
Puget sound. So far as is known, ethnologists 
have been able to ascribe to none of these 
tribes any other that a distinct Ameri- 
can origin. The traditional origin 
of the Thlinkets, the only 
tribe with which I have come into contact, is 
from the interior of the American continent 
where they migrated to the northward and 
westward until they struck the Pacific in the 
vicinity of Queen Charlotte sound, and thence 
spread along thecoast. An apparent similarity 
has been traced between their language and 
that of the Apache and Aztec tribes. They 
are quick to appreciate many of the benefits of 
a civilization superior to their own, and owing 
to long and frequent intercourse with the 
whites, their habits of life have materially 
changed, and many of their ancient customs 
have disappeared. Instead of blankets made 
of skins as their only clothing, and houses with 
a small round hole for entering and a hole im 
the roof for the escape of smoke, and made of 
such heavy timbers that one wonders how they 
could have been handled, we find many of them 
wearing ‘‘Boston” clothes and living in 
“Boston”? houses. Boston is the Thlinket 
word for American, that being the name of the 
first American vessel ever trading in these 
waters. Polygamy is common, a man being 
allowed as many wives as he can _ pay for, 
though the first ig the head wife. The whole 
tribe. is divided into two clans, the 
Raven and the Wolf, and the 
husband and wife must belong 
to different clans. The children belong to the 
clan of their mother. A married woman may 
have an assistant husband, who, in the absence 
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great faith in the ‘‘Boston”’ doctors, and se 


to take huge doses of strong medici 
owing to their utter di of all 
precauions and instructions, it is very 
to check the inroads that disease, principally 
consumption and scrofula is making 
them. Formerly all the dead were craunanade 
only shamans receiving burial, generally in 
some isolated and prominent spot. <A corpse 
is never removed from a house through the 
door, as it is believed that the first one i 
through thereafter will be the next to die. rd 
is hoisted through the smoke holein the roof 
and a cat or dog thrown after it. Asarule, 
the dying person is prepared for death . and re- 
rhoved outside while living so that his spirtt 
may have plenty of space to wander around 
a new abiding place. Any event 
such as death, the completion of a new house, 
the starting out or return of a hunting party, 
etc., is celebrated. by what is called 
‘*notlatch.’”’? The host invitesall the mem- 
bers of his tribe, and after feasting, dancing 
and a general jollification, distributes presents 
among them according to his means,frequently 
impoverishing himself to make a grand effort, 
as one is honored and respected according to 
the magnificence of his display. An Indian 
often gives away savings, accumulated during 
several years for the express purpose, in one 
big “‘potiatch,’’ and no matter how poor it 
legves him, he isa power in the tribe there- 
after. Insults or injuries may be 
repaired by the payment of money or 
goods, a blanket being taken as the basis of 
valuation in all transactions. Wars are often 
avoided by the payment of so many blankets 
as anindemnity. The murder of 4 relative, 
the refusal to marry the widow of an uncle or 
elder brother, and other such offenses may be 
atoned for in the same way.* Very trivial and 
irrelevant causes are made the oecasion of a 
demand for pay. An Indian broke into the 
hut of two miners in their absence, drank up 
all their whisky and died in consequence. The 
poor miners were mulcted so many blankets 
for being the cause of their death. A small 
sealing schooner once rescued a couple of 
natives adrift in a canoe during agale. The 
canoe being teco large to towed 
in such heavy weather, had to be abandoned. 
Upon landing the castaways at-their village, 
the captain of the schooner was assessed and 
had to pay a number of blankets to compen- 
sate for the loss of the canoe. The refusal on 
the part of the miners and others to comply 
with demands for blankets either as tribute or 
payment for damages has sometimes led to 
serious trouble, in a couple of instances to 
murder, for which the Indians were very 
severely punished and they are now much 
more careful in making their claims. They 
are fond of display and amiable in disposition, 
but unattractive, lazy, dirty and with but slight 
regard for the truth. While stealing is very 
uncommon among them, cheating and 
gambling are most prominent characteristics. 
They are most jealous of all their rights and 
privileges but are easily gratified by any honors 
or concessions that may be paid to them, As 
an illustration of this latter trait a rather 
peculiar incident was related to me not long 
ago. A chief down in British Columbia had 
committed murder and was taken over to 
Vctoria for trial. There was no doubt of his 
guilt, but the case dragged on for two 
years and finally through some _techni- 
cality in the law the old _ chief was 
acquitted and wandered back to his tribe. In 
the meantime, however, having been given up 
as dead, his successor was elected and the old 
man found himself among his people without 
any status, as no provision was made in their 
code of laws for the return of a dead (7?) per- 
son. The new chief, on account of the heavy 
run of salmon during his two seasons of chief- 
tainship, had made considerable money by 
selling the right to catch fish in the waters set 
aside as his source of revenue. - Feeling 
highly elated by his great wealth 
and having some feeling, I suppose, akin to 
pity for the dead-alive chief iwhose place he 
occupied and whp grieved for his lost honors, 
he determined to do something handsome for 
the despoiled old man. So he went to Vic- 
toria, bought a marble tombstone for $200, had 
it suitably inscribed, and returning gave an 
immense ‘‘potlatch’” and unveiled the monu- 
ment aniid great rejoicing and approval. . The 
old chief, the honored guest on this occasion, 
was most highly oieahed and had no longer any 
objections to being considered as dead, so 
great respect having been paid to his memtory. 
Such is a_ brief and desultory sketch 
of life as we seeit up here. If you have the 
temerity to publish it, it is entirely at your 
service, and I shall be glad to have contributed 
even so little to your valued paper. If, how- 
ever, it should be relegated to a place in your 
waste paper basket, I shall be not at all 
aggrieved, fully believing such to pe the wiser 
course.

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VAMPIRE OF MERICO, 


A Traveler Describes an Attack by the 
Bloodthirsty Bats. 

From the Springfield Repubiican. 

There are a few very Jearned gentlemen— 

naturalists, I believe they style themselves— 
who argue that there is no such # thing asa 
vampire or bloodsucking bat. Gentlemen, I 
am humble and unknown, except in my own 
narrow sphere of life, and, compared with 
yourselves, stand as a candle to the noonday 
sun ; yet I venture to contradict you, and state 
that if you had passed through a little expe- 
rience of mine you would undobtedly change 
your views. I have not only seen these vam- 
pires, but I very nearly lost my life by them. | 
An abbreviated account was published av the | 
time ina few obscure’ Mexican “papers asa 
matter of news. Translations may have ap- 
peared in English papers, but I think not. If 
so, they must have been incomplete, and it.re- 
mains for me to present the facts of the case 
to an English reading. public. 

It was in the early part of June, 1889, I-was 
traveling for a San Antonio paper and printing 
house and was just returning froma tripto the 
extreme southern portion of Mexico. I wason 
my way from Oajaca to Tuxtia and Vera Cruz, 
on the Gulf coast, intending to take a train at 
the latter place for the states. It was one of the 
most uncomfortable journeys I had ever un- 
dertaken. I had ridden for the better part of 
two days ina volancoche, a vehicle with two 
wheels and no-seat,the bottom being made of 
ropes holding up a mattress, on which I could 
either recline er sit Turk fashion. The motive 
power consisted of three little mules abreast, 
spurred on by a worthy native, Jose by name, 
who alternately rode the left hand mule and 
ran alongside, reeling off a string of Spanish 
profanity that was positively shocking when- 
ever the little animals would not go exactly as 
he wished them to. The road was one of the 
roughest I ever traved over. The rocking and 
pitching of the volancoche reminded me more 
than anything else of a vessel in a storm atsea, 
only it was worse. 


It was nearing night when we drew up ata 
small place called Oxite. There had, in times 
gone by, been quite a collection of houses at 
Oxite, but now, sinee the pack trains no longer 
passed throug h there, the main road having 
een somewhat changed, and running three 
leagues to the west, there was nothing there 
habitable but the posara, or hotel, whtch, in 
its day, had been quite a large building. The 
walls of a court, with sheds and sleeping 
apartments on the ‘inside, showed its former 
dimensions, but only four of all the rooms 
were in a fit condition for a human being to 
livein. All iu all, the building had a deserted 
and forlorn appearance. The regular inhabi- 
tants of the place were limited to three souls, 
Senor Don Tivurcio Beltran, his wife and 
daughter. 

After supper I sat on the host’s veranda 
with his family, chatting as much as my lim- 
ited powers as a moe gate would permit. Miss 
Juanita entertained me by singing several old 
Spanish and Mexican ballads in a way that 
thrilled me. She was very piquant, and what 
of music the dilapidated guitar lacked was 
made up by her really fine woice and our ro- 
mantic surroundings. I was charmed, and, 
though tired from my day’s trevel, it was with 
regret that I heard Don Tiyureio’s polite offer 
to show me my quarters for the night. My 
room was one somewhat remeved from the 
others, and furnished, as well as I remember, 
with a broken stool, a jar of water and bull’s 
hide; the jatter, I knew from @xperience, was 
my bed, so spreading my blanket upon it I lay 
down, but sleep I could not. The night was 
sultry, the apartment poerly ventilated and 
there seemed to be a thousand creeping things 
on my body. I bore thisas long as possible, 
and then, seizing my blanket, rushed out into 
the open air. After w alking about awhile, I 
spread my blanket under a stunted palm some 
distance from the house andl, disrobing, I gave 

each of my garments a good shaking, and, 
having donned them, I lay: down, determined 
to sleep as much of the night.as possible.

‘“‘Here,’’ IT said, ‘itis cool ; I can sleep here.”’ 
The thousand voices of a tropie night seemed 
to invite to slumber and my feet were already 
on the threshold of dreamland when ‘there 
came a breezy, whistling sound, and what I 
took to be a large night “bird aw ept past me, 
actually brushing my face. I must say this 
was rather startling, but looking about meand 
seeing nothing I Tay down again. Scarcely 
were iny eyes Closed before the rustling was 
heard again. Though this time its wings did 
not touch me, the creature passed quite near 
ecough to bring a decided coolness to my face. 
I am not superstitious, but am-ready to confess 
that just.then.every wild story and legend of 
ill-omened birds that I have ever heard orread 
come back tome with remarkable force, and 
for the moment Iwas as much terrified asa 
child listening to a:blood-curdling ghost story. 
I lay still, however, for whatelse was leftme? 
‘“‘It-will never do,’’ I said, ‘‘togo back ‘to the 
house; I can never sleep in there, and—’’ 
those Wings again! They came as regularly as 
the movements of a clock. Y¥es, with even 
fascinating precision, and fascinating is the 
word, for those wings now had an interest for 
me akin to magnetism. The regularity with 
which they came and went seemed analogous 
to the well-timed passes of amesinerist. Once 
more—they are here and gone! I was waiting 
anxiously now each time for their coming, an 
I remember thinking that the failure of my 
rial visitor to put in an appearance at the 
proper moment would render me wretched. 
‘‘Now,’’ I said, ‘I ean sleep,’’ and I slept. 

T my mind there is nothing well defined as 
regards the remainder of that night. I havea 
faint recollection of placing my hand on my 
neck and being startled when it came in con- 
tact with a large, living scmething—a some- 
thing that struggled in my hand and wasglued 
tomy throat. There was another creature 
fastened to my cheek, near the left temple, 
and yet another was clinging to my breast, 
which I had left bared, owing to the warmth 
of the night. Even in my semi-conscious state 
I was.aware that these creatures were drawing 
the life tide from aay veins, but I had neither 
the’strength nor'inclination to rid myself-of 
them. An utter indifference came over me. 
My mind was troubled by no regrets as to 
things past or misgivings in regard to the 
things of the future; for once in my life, at 
least, I experienced @ sense of absolute rest. 
Another moment and sleep was upon me. Not 
a dreamless sleep, though. It seemed that I 
was ‘prone at noontide within some shady 
grove, while the air was heavy with the breath 
of countless rare and - beautiful flowers. 
Strange, shadowy forms, borne on huge pinions, 
circled about me, but their ever- restless wings 
cooled my fev ered frame and I felt no-dread 
of them whatever, ~ 


But at Jast I awake. I I was aroused by the 
frightened cries of Juanita. She was holding 
my head in her arms and I fTemember ore 
hersay: ‘‘Awake,sir! awa&ké! You shoul 
not sleep—My God! The blood! the blood! 
OU, mother, come afonce. The poor American 
has been killed by the vampires. My -God, 
whatcan Ido? He is dead!’’ Then I foit one 
of her hands as she placed it over my heart. I 
remember hearing her say, joyfully: ‘No;.he 
yet lives. God, I thank thee!” “And then I 
lost consciousness.

The graves of the dead heroes of the lost 


cause are covered with flowers this morning. 

The emblems of love were laid there yester- 
day by tender hands and loving hearts. 

And as the day closed, the heaven’ sent 
copious showers to keep the flowers alive. 

No day set apart for devotion 
the memory of those who 
their lives for the south 
ever more appropriately observed than yester- 
Gay. 

Old veterans, ladies whose hearts were made 
to bleed by the war; young men who know of 
the bloody strife only in story and song, and 
maidens with hearts full of veneration for 
those who rest in Oakland took part in the ex- 
ercises. 

Atlanta was never more patriotic than 
yesterday and never before did she entertain 
more veterans. All in all the day was what 
Atlanta would have had it.

THE LAYING OF THE CORNER STONE, 


Impressive Ceremonies Conducted by Grand 
Master Davidson. 

All the veterans in Atianta awoke yester- 
flay morning to the consciousness that it was 
Memorial Day and there was much to be done. 

The first duty to be performed was to lay the 
torner stone of the home which will soon shel- 
ter the disabled veterans who fought for the 
lost cause. 

The hour for the laying of the corner stone 
was purposcly appointed early in the day in 
order to give everybody an opportunity to be 
present, and yet to return to the city in time 
to take part in the memorial services at the 
ppera house and appear in the procession. 

Very early in the morning a crowd collected 
at the terminus of the dummy line and as fast 
asthe cars arrived they were boarded with a 
rush, and those who were slow fof motion had 
but a poor chance of obtainingseven standing 
room. 

The Kimball house was another crowded 
place. It was known that the generals, the 
pfticers of the grand lodge, and the trustees of 
the home would congregate there at 9 o’clock, 
and the veterans were eager to grasp every Op- 
portunity of seeing and talking with their 
former commanders. 

8 Promptly at 9 o’clock the carriages which 

were to transport the officers to the home drove 

up to the main ‘entrance of the hotel. 
Scenes About the Hotel. 

As soon as the occupants of a carriage were 
seated and the door closed, it wasdriven a few 
steps away to give place toits successor. A 
crowd would gather about the vehicle anda 
chorus of voices would demand the names of 
the occupants. 

From the crowd would come a voice ‘‘That’s 
Kirby Smith, I fought under him; give mea 
chance to shake with him.” 

Then the crowd would fall back and the 
veteran in the street and the general in the 
carriage would eordially shake hands. 


JOHN S. DAVIDSON. 

The same scene was enacted about each 
farriage. General Lawton and General Ber- 
Inger both had many friends in the crowd, 
and their hands were constantly being grasped 

by their old followers. 

The greatest interest, however, was shown 
in General Joseph E. Johnston, and ‘‘Which 
is he?’’ was a question asked thousands of 
times before the carriages moved off. 

Some of the pecple questioned, notecaring to 
admit that they did not know, pointed out 
first one general and then the other, when the 
truth was that General Johnston was still at 
Major Mims’s home. 

After all the carriages had left for the 
home, Major Mims came walking toward the 
hotel from Decatur street, and a few minutes 
later came a carriage in which General John- 
Ston really was seated. 

As it drove up. to the curb, some one 
recognized the general, and before the 
door could be opened it was surrounded 
by a crowd of veterans. For several 
minutes the gentlemen inside, and Major 
Mims from the outside, tried to open the doors, 
but the crowd pressed too closely, and all their 
efforts were useless. 

Finally the door was opened, and the gen- 
eral was enabled to alight. The veterans 
closed about him, and his progress through the 
hall of the hoteland to the elevator, wasa 
continual handshake. 

Even after he was inside the elevator, and 
on the way up Stairs, the crowd continued 
looking after him eager to catch the last 
glimpse of him. 

At the Home, 

By the time the carriages, containing the 
Officials, reached the home, an immense crowd 
had gathered to witness the ceremonies. 

The building is still surrounded by scaffolds. 
Every projection, which afforded a foothold, 
was occupied by the ventursome lads and men 
who were Willing to risk their necks for a po- 
bition from which they could see. 

Immediately in front of the southeast corner 
of the building a stage had been erected, and 
the crowd passed the waiting moments in ex- 
@mining the stone. 
aeinong ge wee a fine white marble 
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on the other side was carved: 

‘Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, :‘ 
: erected through contributions from the : 
: people, inspired by love for the surviving : 
: and disabled confederate heroes. Oo: 
: Domini, 1890, ; 

Early in the day an organ had been brought 
to the grounds, and just as the carriages con- 
taining the officers drove up it was 
taken to the platform and placed 
alittle to one side where it left an unob- 
structed view of the corner stone. 

The Exercises Begin. 

As soon as all the carriages were emptied 
and the generals and trustees of the home had 
obtained positions from which to view the 
ceremonies Judge Calhoun, president of the 
home, went to the platform with the quartette 
composed of Messrs. Eugene Hardeman, J. W. 
Lively, F. H. Gates and F. M. Fremont. 

When he saw that everything was prepared 
he went again to the road and returned escort- 
ing Grand Master John S. Davidson and the 
other Masonic dignitaries in the following 
order: 

John S. Davidson, grand master; William 
Abram Love, deputy grand master; Thomas 
W. Latham, senior grand warden; John Z. 
Lawshe, junior grand warden; J. W. Oslin, 
grand treasurer; A. M. Wolihin, grand secre- 
tary; Rev. H. C.. Morrison, grand chaplain ; 
Trammell Starr, seniorg rand deacon; W. T. 
Kunsey, junior grand deacon; W. F. Park- 
hurst, grand marshall; A. C. Bruce, grand 
architect ; John 'P. Parks, first grand steward ; 
A. H. Crist, second grand steward; W. L. 
Hubbard, bearer of corn: A. W. Fite, bearer 
; W. A. Tignor, bearer of oil; A. J. 
Shropshire, bearer three great lights; Jay D. 
Edwards, grand tyler. 

While the officers were arranging themselves 
in line on the platform, Mr. Hardeman 
played asolemn march. The secret societies 
then marched on to the ground, and formed a 
column four deep in front of the stage. Back 
of the Masons stood the crowd. Packed 
tightly, they stretched down the hill and off 
among the treess, far beyond the point where 
the voice of any man could reach. 

Near the stage, in a sheltered cornor, sat a 
lady in deep mourning. She was the mother 
of Henry W. Grady, the man who, above all 
others, would, had he lived, been truly happy 
to witness the fruition of his efforts for the 
needy veterans of the confederacy. 

The impressive cermony of the Masons was 
used, and after a beautiful prayer by the 
grand chaplain, Rev. H. C. Morrison, the 
quartette sang a hymn.

Theceremony of pouringin corn, wine and 
oil was then performed, and while the quar- 
tette sung the doxology, Grand Master David- 
son struck the stone three blows with his 
mallet. 

The motions of the order were then per- 
formed by the Masons in front of the platform 
and by the ofticers. The grand master read 
the formula, pronouncing the corner-stone 
laid, and the ceremony closed with another 
prayer by Dr. Morrison. . 

Just before the conclusion of the services 
the Knights Templar, in full regalia, arrived, 
and a place was made for them in front of the 
stage. 

After a photograph of the corner-stone had 
been taken, the crowd dispersed and sought 
their conveyances to return to the city.

Instantly the Governor’s Horse Guard’s 
horses and men were displaced by the old bat- 
tle-scarred veterans. 

The men who fought under the hero sur- 
rounded the carriage. 

They raised it off the paved street and they 
yelled themselves hoarse. 

Words of love, praise and admiration were 
wafted to the hero’s ears. 

Hands pushed through the sides of the car- 
riage and grasped the hands of the man who 
defended Atlanta.

AT THE OPERA HOUSE, 


The Address of Hon. J. C. C. Black iListened 
to by a Large Audience. 

By 3 o’clock the opera house was full. First 
came in the confederate veterans and the la 
dies of the Memorial association, and when 
they had been seated the parquet, dress circle 
and first gallery were quickly filled to over- 
flowing with gentlemen and ladies. 

The confederate generals and a few promi- 
nent citizens occupied the stage, with General 
Joseph E. Johnston and General Kirby Smith 
occupying seats close to each other near the 
center of the front row. 

When the generals took their places on the 
stage “gs were Iustily cheered. As 
General ohnston and General Smith 
took their laces they were given 
an ovation. @ opera house with 
the cheers of veterans, the ladies waved white 
handkerchiefs and men and women stood up. 
The generals bowed their acknowledgements 
and took their places in the center. 

When all was quiet Judge W. L. Calhoun 
came to the front of the platform and said: 

‘‘General Evans will now introduce Private 
Riack of the confederate army.”’ 

This caught the audience in its humor, and 
the hall n rang with cheers. 

General Evans then introduced the orator of 
the day as follows: 

“Comrades: ‘Let us on this oceasion, made 
great by the principles and the memories we 
celebrate, made great by the men whostood by 
the principles we are here to commemorate, 
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century ‘ country was convulsed by war.

The conflict was 
Sieasy and terrible, not only terrible then, but 
terrible mn its far-reaching resu!ts to this day, and 
the end of which beyond this day no man can see. 
War, conducted even as that was, according to 
the most humane and enlightened rules of civil- 
ized warfare, is acalamity. It destroys and does 
not build up. It involves immense expendi- 
ture of treasure and sacrifice of life. It excites 
[abe geome and passion, it upturns existing social 
and political systems, and shou!d not, therefore, 
be resorted to except to maintain principles that 
are fundamental and interests that are vital. Can 
we, after these twenty-five years of removal from 
the heat and passion of that day. at the bar of our 
own consciences and before the impartial and ¢n- 
lightened judgment of the world justify our 
cource?} If we can not let us have the manliness to 
acknowledge it ; if we can, may we not do so with- 
out exciting the suspicion that we do not accept 
to the fullest extent and in the utmost good faith 
that the right we once honestly claimed and 
sought to maintain by the sword has been, by the 
sword, determined against us and no longer exists. 
Let no loyal soul he disturbed by the appre- 
hension that we desire or contemplate now 
or in the future a dissolution of the union of these 
states. To that union now and forever, and all 
that constitutes its greatness and glory, we 
lighted our honor when the sword of our peer- 
ess chieftain, radiant with glory never equated 
in the annals of war, and undimmed by a single un- 
soldierly act, was surrendered at.) Appomattox. 
Through all the experiences that have followed 
more trying than war, we have kept that pledge 
with the fidelity of true soldiers and here and now 
declare our purpose to do so in the future. That 
is not the question i propound today. The ques- 
tion is, can we in the light of the truth as it then 
appeared to us, justify our effort to dissolve the 
union as it then existed and establish for ourselves 
a separate nationality? I insist that we can and 
undertake to show it. The task is neither long 
nor tedious. In undertaking to discharge 
it I have only to appeal to the undisputed facts of 
history. I declare nothing new, but this should 
not detract from the force of theargument. The 
truth should not lose its charm or power by reason 
ofage. Itis sometimes more important to be re- 
minded of the old than to declare the new, and in 
reciting the historical facts upon which I rely to 
establish the claim I make, I do but repeat what 
has been written and spoken before. It is neces- 
sary to go back to the situation and surroundings 
in 1860 and 1861. But before doing so let me say 
we were not inspired in that ptraggic by the love 
of slavery any more than our forefathers were in- 
_— in the Revolutionary struggle pg Fone, love 
of tea. The seeds of dissolution had been sown 
long before; their roots were in the convention 
that framed the constitution.’ . From that 
riod the leaven of dissolution had 
n at work. The remedies afforded by 
compromise were superficial and temporaty. The 
country was thoroughly sectionalized; the condi- 
tion against which Washington had warned in 
hia farewell address had been brought about,irrec- 
oncilable differences pervaded not only the politics 
of the country, but the schools, the press, the lit- 
erature, the domestic, the social and the religious 
life of the pa Reason had failed, argument 
was exhausted, there was no resort but to the 
sword. The disturbing forces were as irrepressi- 
ble as the eternal fires of the earth. e true 
foundations of the tate go and the only foun- 
dations for realand lasting union, the common 
interests and patriotism of the people had been 
subverted. The union in reality was dissolved 
before the withdrawal of South Carolina; the sec- 
tions, at heart, were at war before the first gun 
was fired at Sumter.

The constitution provided for the rendi- 
tion of persons held to labor and fleeing from one 
state te another, and congress had enacted laws to 
enforce this provision. Statutes have been en- 
acted in some of the states prohibiting their 
judges from taking jurisdiction or cognizance of 
any cases under the acts of congress and making 
it a misdemeanor to do #0, aud providing that 
judgment rendered againrt any person 
for any neglect or refusal to obey, 
or any violation of these laws § should 
not be enforced by sale or execution against any 
real or personal property,and allsuch sales should 
be absolutely void. The legislatures of fourteen 
states had enacted laws which set at defiance the 
acts of congress passed in plain pursuance of the 
constitution.

An indietment 
was found in the district court of the United 
States for aiding and abetting the escape from a 
deputy United States marshal of a party held under 
a warrant issued by a judge of that court under 
an act of congress.

Upon application 
to the supreme courtof the state, the prisoner 
was released on a writ of habeas corpus. Upona 
pocvies of the attorney-general of the United 
States, a writ of error was allowed and issued to 
review the judgment. The supreme court of the 
state refused to allow its clerk to make any return 
to the writ of error, or enter any order upon the 
records of the court concerning the same, and the 
clerk refused to make this return. In twelve days

a delusion and snare and protested against war. 
The people of North Carolina, among whose an- 
ws the fires of colonial liberty had been eariy 
kindled with an ardent attachment of the ‘union 
and constitution, did not asssemble in convention 
until after the president of the United States had 
by his proclamation called for troops, and thus 
destroyed the last hope of avoiding armed inva- 
gion and subjugation. The president of the 
Fiorida convention, in his opening address, de- 
clared thatthe people of that state left the gov- 
ernment with poignant regret, but there was ho 
. hope for safety init. The committee of thirteen 
in the Alabama convention upon the formation of 
-agovernment announced that there had never 
been any hospitality felt by any portion of the 
le of that state against the constitution of the 
inited States. The resolution approving the 
suggestion of South Carolina to form a govern- 
ment expressly declared that it should be upon 
the principles of the constitution of the United 
States. Mr. Yancey, who was regarded as an 
extreme southern man, said that both 
the provisional and permanent government was to 
he framed on the principles of the constitution of 
the United States, ‘‘which was revered by the 
southern people and had been he!d up by them 
asagreat shield and buckler against northern 
aggression."’ The reluctance of Virginia to with- 
draw from the union is familiar history. Her con- 
vention did not assemble until February 13, 1861. 
The president of that body in his opening address, 
palling attention to the fact that one of her own 
Bons had presided over the body that framed the 
ponstitution, that another had been one of its 
ablest expounders,and five of her citizens had been 
galled to the hightest executive office in the re- 
blic, uttered the earnest prayer that the star on 
he federal flag, then floating over the capitol, 
which represented that commonwealth, might re- 
main there forever if it might do so with untar- 
nished lustre. 

He proclaimed that Virginia asked only perfect 
equality with the great statesot New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio, and asked nothing for herselt 

that she was not willing to concede to Delaware 
and Rhode Island. On the 11th of March the con- 
vention adopted by a vote of 108 to 16 a resolution 
tendering the thanks of the people of Virginia to 
Mr. Crittenden for his efforts to bring about a 
peaceful and honorable adjustment. The ¢ixth 
resolution of the report of the committee on fed- 
eral relations, adopted by a vote of 103 to 31, recog- 
nized the blessings of the union and its import- 
ance to the peace, progress and prosperity ot the 
people, expressed an earnest desire for an adjust- 
ment and thejpreservation of the union inits in- 
tegrity and its restoration of peace,prosperity and 
fraternal feeling throughout the land. Mr.Toombs, 
Biter the withdrawal of South Carolina, 
and every effort to avert the withdrawal of other 
Btates had failed, declared, that the people of 
Georgia demanded no new government, no new 
constitution, and if equality, security, and tran- 
quility were accorded peace would be restored. In

* Bion should be immediately passed, Mr. Davis op- 
posed immediate action, declaring himself against 
withdrawalas long as the hope of a peaceful 
remedy remained. To the great underlying prin- 
Cipies — which the union had been formed and 
established by our fathers he was as devoted as 
Mr. Lincoln. He was the worthy descendant of 
ancestors whose blood had been shed in the war 
of the revolution. He had been given 
to the service of the country at the 
early age of sixteen, and had sealed his de- 
Votion with his own blood.

THE PROCESSION STARTS. 


Thousands of Veterans and Military in the 
Long Line. | 

Promptly at four o’clock the procession, 
which had been forméd and waiting for the 
termination of the opera house exercises, be- 
gan moving. 4 

It was a magnificent demonstration, the 
battle-scarrec\ veterans of ’61 marching in line 
with their old Yeaders, and the glittering uni- 
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formed in Atlanta on Memorial Day. It 
reached from the capitol to the cemetery, and 
the thousands who crowded along the line of 
march were interested “and impressed with 
the spirit which inspired such a demonstratior. 

No accident or misconnection of any 80rt 
occurred to mar the beauty of the procession, 
and from its formation until it dispersed at 
the cemetery, everything moved along 
smoothly and without a halt or break. 

The veterans and their distingnished leaders 
were the centers of interest. 

As the carriages bearing the venerable old 
warriors moved along they were met with 
cheer after cheer as they passed from one 
crowd to another. 

The place of honor, at the head of the line, 
was given the veterans, and as they marched 
by fours, and by twos and threes, they seemed 
to catch the spirit of other days, when their 
marches had a sterner meaning. 

A direct route to the cemetery, from the 
operahouse, on Marietta street, was taken, 
down Broad to Hunter street, and straight out 
Hunter to the cemetery. 

The line of march owas _ opened 
by a ecolumr of motinted police, 
followed by the Police battalion, under com- 
mand of Captain A. B. Connolly, chief, aided 
by Sergeant W. J. Kendrick, of the Atlanta 
Rifles, and Captains Wright, Thompson and 
Manley, of the police force. 

Justin advance of the Police battalion was 
the drum corps of the Gate City Guard, of 
nine pieces. The drum corps wore the white 
dress coats and plumed caps of the Guard, and 
its appearance created quite a good deal of 
comment. Yesterday was its first time in pub- 
lic, and the appearance of the corps was 
something of a surprise. 

At the head of the procession, following the 
police, came the confederate veterans. Riding 
in their front were General Clement A. Evans, 
General Tige Anderson, Colonel L. P. 
Thomas, Captain A. J. West and others. 

A brass band followed the mounted veter- 
ans, and then the Fulton County Confed- 
erate Veterans’ association in command of 
Colonel W. L. Calhoun and aides, mounted. 

In the center of the line of confederate vet- 
erans was the Hockins drum corps. 

When the head of the veterans’ column was 
passing by the new capitol the rear was cross- 
ing Whitehall street.

Beside Colonel Milledge rode Lieutenants 
Beatie and Dohme and Bugler Wurm, of the 
battalion. 

The Confederate Veterans’ cavalry, in com- 
mand of General P. M. B. Young, closed the 
procession, just preceding the carriages con- 
taining the ladies of the Memorial association, 
the confederate generals and others. 

In this order the procession arrived at the 
cemetery, the march being effected with 
scarcely a halt. 


AT THE CEMETERY. 


Strewing Flowers on the ‘Graves of the 
Soldiers. 


At the cemetery the veterans marched to 
the confederate monument, which overlooks 
the graves of the soldiers who are buried there, 

The military portion of the procession was 
halted at the entrance of the cemetery, and the 
troops drawn up in line, extending on Hunter 
street toward the city. 

At a present arms the military remained on 
the outside, until the carriages of the Memo- 
rial association and the confederate generals 
and veterans and other prominent men passed 
in. 

The military then passed through the gate- 
way and took positions in different parts of 
the cemetery, stacking arms and breaking 
ranks until the exercises were over. 

After marching round the monument the 
veteran line was broken, the crowd massing 
round the base in waiting for the arrival of 
their old chieftains. 

When the carriage having General Johnston 
arrived at the monument the old veteranssent 
up the rebel yellin a volume that shook the 
trees. 

Then another and another as General John- 
ston and General Kirby Smith stepped upon 
the stone base of the monument in the midst of 
their veteran escort and ladies of the Memo- 
rial association. 

After a few hankshakings between the gen- 
erals and veterans, who crowded close up to 
the edge of the monument, Colonel Calhoun 
announced the order of exercises. 

During the few moments intervening, confu- 
sion reigned among the veterans, who crowded 
about the men who had led them in many cam- 
paigns. 

Rev. R. S. Barrett pronounced a short bene- 
diction, after which Colonel Calhoun announc- 
ed that the ceremony of strewing flowers on 
the graves of the confederate dead would be 
performed, concluding the exercises. 

At the conclusion of the announcement, the 
veterans drowned every other sound in their 
calls for General Johnston. 

General Johnston was presented to them by 
Colonel Calhoun, who bowed back apprecia- 
tion of their enthusiastic greeting, but without 
attempting to address them. 

He had hardly stepped back, when another 
shout when up for General Smith, and then for 
General ‘‘Tige’’ Anderson.

Bill in the House. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—By appointment of the 
speaker, Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, acted as 
speaker pro tem. today. 

On motion of Mr. Lee, of Virginia, a bill was 
passed appropriating §7,000 to construct a road 
from Alexandria, Va., to the national military 
cemetery near that place. 

The house again went into committee of the 
whole on the legislative appropriation bill. 

On motion of Mr. Clements, of Georgia, an 
amendment was adopted requiring the heads of 
departments to report to congress the number of 
persons in their departments who are inefficient. 

The committee then arose and reported the bill 
to the house. 

On ordering the previous question no = 
voted, and this point was raised by Mr. Bynum, 
of Iindiana.The count failing to develop a quor- 
un, a call ofthe house was order. 

Only 101 members responded to their names. 

The dreary scenes attending the call of the 
house were then enacted, while the sergeant-at- 
arms was engaged in the task of hunting up ab- 
sentees. 

After five hours consumed in this weary man- 
ner, further proceedings under call were dis- 
pensed with, and the question recurred on order- 
ing to previous question. 2 

The vote stood 136 to 10,and Mr. Bynum raised 
the point that there was no quorum present. 

The specker pro tem thereupon counted the 
house and announced that there was 167 members 
present, more than a quorum. 

Mr. Bynum thereupon demanded tellers. Vot- 
ing by yeas and nays was ordered. The vote re- 
sulted,yeas 141, nays 20, the speaker counting Mes- 
ere. Abbott, Breckinridge, of Kentucky, Dehaven, 
Enlwe and Goodnight to makea quorum and de- 
clared the previous question ordered.

TELEPHONE GEMS. 


There is prospect of more telephone talk in the 
future than ever before in this part of the coun- 
try. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter dropped into the busi- 
ness office of the Atlanta Telephone Exchange 
and found Manager Gentry very busy, but willing 
to be interviewed regarding the telephone busi- 
ness and late improvements. 

The reporter remarked that he had heard a great 
many people say lately that the service was quick- 
er and better than ever before, and asked if there 
was any real cause for this. 

Mr. Geittry replied that no doubt there was some 
improvement, as the employes were all becoming 
more expert, and that fortunately he now had a 
full corps of employes for both day and night ser- 
vice, and that they were all anxious to please the 
subseribers. 

He said: “We are doing much new work to com- 
ply with recent city ordinances, and are using the 
very best material and best work that can be done. 
This, of course, makes a general improvement. 
We are also adding a large number of new sub- 
scribers. Scarcely a day passes that we do not get 
one, and sometimes two. Take for instance Tue 
loxstirvTIon. Some time ago you all had only 
five telephones. The one you all ordered last week 
makes ten stations nowin use by Tue Coxstirv- 
TION. Itis about the same way with all others. 
They find it a source of economy, and they sub- 
scribe. In addition almost every new firm that 
opens up business in the city orders a telephone.” 

“What are you doing in the way of running long 
lines to the adjacent towns and cities?” 

“Well, we have just taken that matter up, and 
are willing to run lines in any direction that there 
is a real demand for them. We are now consider- 
ing the advisability of running a line to Palmetto 
and Newnan, Ga., which will be forty miles long. 
Have talked the matter over with Newnan busi- 
ness men. They offer some encouragement, and 
will no doubt subscribe the amount asked for and 
have the line run and an exchange in operation in 
Newnan within sixty or ninety days. We only 
asked them to subscribe for $690 worth of tickets 
at 25e. each, the tickets to be good fora five 
minutes’ conversation on the line. 

“We have under consideration fhe matter of 
running a line to Stone Mountain and Lithonia, 
and probably Conyers arrd Coving- 
ton, if they desire it. I will confer 
with them in the near future, and if they 
will subscribe a few hundred dollars worth of 
tickets we will be glad to accommodate them. We 
do not ask any contributions, but merely use this 
means of finding out whether the business men 
really need the lines or not.”

The speaker then dwelt on the purity of the 
motives which called these men to face death. 
The Roman legions had fought for the glory of 
the imperial city, the fiery Arab had con- 
quered far and wide for the zeal of his faith in 
the prophet, Napoleon had astonished the 
world with the struggles for supremacy set in 
motion by his ambition, but the southern 
soldier, with unparallelled devotion,fought and 
died for hisnative land and to maintain the 
rights of freedom handed down to them by 
their ancestors. Their strength was of the 
heroic mold—their zeal kindled by divine fire. 

Time would not permit an inquiry into the 
justice of the cause for which they fought. 
They had been called rebels by their enemies, 
but that name had been applied to some of the 
world’s greatest heroes. Let us cherish their 
memory and honor their valor. For when the 
true hero shall find no love, and when the fires 
of patriotism shall cease, then will the glory of 
our country have departed.

Let it be always a time for the uplifting of our 
thoughts and the purification of our hearts. 
Let us teach our youths that not in the dim 
legends of some antique age, nor in the clearer 
annals of classic history, are they to find the 
truest models of the virtues which make men 
truly noble, but that they may see these in 
their fairest flower and fullest fruit in the lives 
of those to whose memory we dedicate this 
day. And for the daughters of the south, 
there cannot be among the fair throng 
of the heroines of history, or 
in the number of the enchanting queens of 
poetry and picture any figure clothed about 
with so fair a grace as that of the tender, 
modest woman, who,in the day of her coun- 
try’s calamity, rose above all fearand went 
forth a ministering angel, to serve and to 
soothe wherever a confederate soldier suffered. 

By the providence of God we have been led 
into ways that we knew not of. The south has 
arisen from her desolation to win victories of 
peace, brighter and more enduring than the 
proudest trophies of war. Today she is fair and 
mighty in the eyes of the world; passing rich 
in the stores of nature’s bounty, buoyant in the 
plenitude of a strength which every day works 
come miracle of progress; stronger still in the 
virtue and intelligence of her people; richer 
still in the love of their patriotic hearts; her 
present is the expanding marvel of the nations 
and her manifest future dazzles even the 
vision of proenecy: 

But she shall find no more precious treasure 
than the humble graves which are this day 
covered and crowned with flowers on a hun- 
dred hills and in a hundred valleys of her 
beauteous domain. She shall win among all 
her achievements no greater glory than that 
which shines from the deathless story of her 
sons who wore the gray. 

In Augusta. 

Aveusta, Ga., April 26.—[Special.]—The 
celebration of Memorial Dayiscarried out with 
commendable zeal every year in Augusta. 
The Confedcrate Survivors’ association holds 
its annual meeting always on this day, and 
their popular president, Colonel C. C. Jones, 
Jr., always delivers a ringing address, which 
not only calls forth the applause of the veterans, 
but has the merit of being avaluable contribu- 
tion to confederate history and literature. He 
was particularly eloquent and happy today, 
and is more popular than ever with the veter- 
ans of the lost cause. 

Not less enthusiastic and devoted than the

Newnan, Ga., April 26.—[Special.J— 
Memorial Day was observed in Newnan with 
more than usual circumstance, the demonstra- 
tions being the largest and most imposing ever 
witnessed here on a similar occasion. There 
was asplendid gathering of old veterans from 
every part of the country, and quite a number 
were resent from adjoining counties. 
The old soldier element is very 
strong in Coweta, and it was pleas- 
ingly apparent from today’s demonstra- 
tion that the fires of patriotism kindled in 
1861 have not yet died out.

A Card from Judge D. A. Newsom. 


Epitors CONSTITUTION: Ireply to your Athens 
special, open pant - this mornin paper, 
headed “Hard on the Judge. thens Citi- 
zens Si Madison Davis’s Application. It Was 
to Defeat David A. Newsom,” as follows: All of 
the special which relates to myself is almost 
totally false. 

I quote the paragraph of the letterof the Athens 
people referring to myself, and answer it: 
“SS after the election of President Harrison, 
one David A. Newsom, a highly offensive and ob- 
jectionable white man, became an applicant for 
the Athens tg arene and it was currently re- 

rted that he would receive the nomination. 

me of our citizens were so anxious to defeat 
Newsom that nf would have signed any paper 
to secure that end.” 

This is absolutely false, so far as it relates to my 
becoming an applicant shortly after the election 
of President Harrison, and that it was currently 
reported that I would receive the nomination. 
The facts are that I never asked a citizen of 
Athens to indorse me for this office until June, 
after Harrison’s inauguration. As to my being a 
highly offensive and objectionable white man, I 

say that I was indorsed first by resolution of 
the students of the State university, and be it 
said to _ their es that they don’t in- 
dorse negroes. was also indorsed by a large 
number of the best business and respectable work- 
ing white people of the city—quite a number of 
ladies indorsed me, and three ministers—two liv- 
ing in Athens and one in the cuuntry, all patrons 
of the Athens postoffice. I was further indorsed 
by a special letter to the president, signed by all 
my nearest neighbors, including husbands, wives 
and daughters. The negroes, to about the number 
of one hundred, also indorsed me—several declin- 
ing to do so, first, for the reason that they had in- 
dorsed Davis and Morton—the last name of whom 
is also an applicant, and secondly for the reason 
that the democrats who indorsed Matt Davis 
said I was not a good republican, I 
was not refused the signature of 
a single citizen of Athens excepting 
two ministers and several others who I suspected 
had indorsed the negro Davis. As the special 
reflects on my character, I will state in this con- 
nection that I forwarded to the president about 
one hundred indorsers who were formerly my old 
neighbors in Green county, the place of my na- 
tivity. This indorsement was written by one of 
the wealthiest, most influential and leading citi- 
zen of that county. * * It recited that I was an 
honorable, patriotic citizen, that as ordinary of 
Green county, I made one of the best judicial 
officers the county had ever had. Besides th is, 
private letters were sent to the president from 
respectable citizens of that county reciting 
that had stcod storms of abuse and 
persecution for my political convictions during 
the Fecopseryction period, and lost my home by 
reason of unjust decrees in the courts, consequent 
upon political prejudice, and had suffered creat 
social ostracism during that period, both socially 
and in business. 

The followjng prominent republicans gave me, 
prior to the election of Harrison, their general 
indorsement, to wit: Ex-Governor Bullock, who 
wrote it; Colonel A. E. Buck, W. H. Smythe and 
every other prominent republican in Atlanta, with 
whom at that time I was acquainted, excepting 
Hon. William Markham. 

Among the prominent citizens of Atlanta, I was 
given the general indorsements of the following 
gentlemen: Governor Gordon, Henry W. Grady, 
eclitor of Tue CONSTITUTION; Mayor Glenn, Judge 
Hillyer, two of the judges of the supreme court, 
Recorder James A. Anderson, and all the leading 
prohibitionists in the city. * * * 

If it be true that those who signed Madison 
Davis’s application, didjiit to defeat me, in the 
name of reason, I ask, why did they indorse him 
eight years ago, and make him postmaster and 
execute his bond, thereby turning Dr. J.C. Orr 
out, then postmaster of Athens, one of the best 
federal officers who ever lived in Georgia. 

1 lived then in Greene county, forty miles away 
from Athens. Did they indorse him and go on 
his bond then to defeat Newsom? 

In conclusion, I will say, that 1 know the true 
inwardness of the special and by whom dictated, 
and that the good people of Athens have nothin 
against me. A majority of them have been kin 
to me, and they have my gratitude. Those who 
have through the newspapers misrepresented me 
in the pastand abused me, I forgive, knowing 
that cowards only bear malice. I will have no ob- 
jections if by fawning to a republican adminis- 
tration, after having tried the virtue of boycottin 
the postmaster general and failing, they succee 
imdefeating Madison Davis's confirmation. But 
Ido most solemnly protest against their newspa- 
per reflections as a subter In what I have 
said, I have been simply retaliatory, and have 
meant no reflection on the good people of Athens. 
What I mean is,that the true author of the newspa 
per articles referred to, is my personal enemy, and 
that in next week’s issue of the Piedmont Kepub- 
lican I will give the true solution to the onslaught 
made on me in THE CONSTITUTION, together with 
other facts germane to the postmastership muddie 
in Athens, and send copies tea number of its 
leading citizens.

A few 
years ago the site of this imposing structure 
was a bleak and barren hill, but by careful at- 
tention, cultivation and the exercise of a iittle 
judgment and taste, it has been rapidly con- 
verted into a picture that is pleasing to look 
upon. 

On Ashby street, in full and easy view of Mr. 
Bolles’ and Mr. Smith’s,occupying the third of 
these triple eminences, is the home of Judge 
John D. Cunningham, where he has resided 
many years. His residence was most care- 
fully and substantially built a number of years 
ago, but has been improved almost every year. 
It is set back from the street in the midst of a 
large lawn and surrounded by eight or ten 
acres of ground and garden. 

Remote from the noise and ‘‘world’s mad- 
dening strife,’’ is the elegant residence of Mr. 
W. J. VanDyke. This is located at the ex- 
treme southern extremity of Peeples street. 
Mr. Van Dyke came to Atlanta several years 
ago from Minneapolis and purchased the Hey- 
ward place, which formerly bloomed into 
beauty under the guiding genius of Judge 
Dennis F. Hammond. A conspicuous feature 
of the ground is a beautiful fresh water lake, 
bordered with a pretty drive and dotted with 
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handsomely polished. The windows are of 
unique design, with stained glass, and the floor 
is furnished with a tasty and pretty design of 
opera chairs. 

The pastor, Rev. J. W. Lee, is one of the 
most illustrious divines of the Methodist 
church, and is one of the most entertaining 
preachers in the Methodist conference. His 
popularity is attested by the full houses he has 
every Sunday, and by the largely increased 
membership of the church. Dr. Leeis a pro- 
found thinker and industrious student. Last 
year during a visit to Europe he occupied the 
pulpit for several months in some of the largest 
cities, notably at Birmingham and Leaming- 
ton. 

The beautiful lot on which the church was 
erected was generously donated by Messrs.

The present structure, which is 44x66 feet, is 
designed ultimately for the Sunday school 
room of a larger church, which latter will be 
constructed by erecting the main building at 
right angles to it and Lee street,but the present 
building is complete within itself, and is 
handsomely and luxuriously furnished on the 
interior, being supplied with church chairs. 
The stained glass windows, each contributed 
to the church by a zealous worker and friend, 
are elaborately worked and are exquisitely 
beautiful.

They have had a donation of a 
lot worth $2,000 as a beginning, but their 
former rector, Rev. Mr. Funsten, has recently 
accepted 4 call to St. Philip’s,'and the church,at 
present has no recognized head. The church, 
however, has an influential membership in 
West End, and it is believed that at no distant 
day they will erect a suitable structure. 

SCHOOLS. 

The remarkable and successful organization 
of West End academy, a piece of unwritten 
history, has excited much interest in educa- 
tional circles throughout the state. A perma- 
nent and prosperous school in towns with the 
population of West End is the exception, 
rather than the rule. Petty jealousies, reli- 
gious prejudices and credit system or tuition 
fees generally wreck nine out of ten, but the 
wisdom of the c®rporators of West End 
academy seem to have had the rare foresight 
to anticipate all dissensions, and to firmly 
establish a popular school—one that combines 
the best features of public graded schools with 
those of select private schools. 

Several years ago the citizens raised $3,000 
toinvestin a schoel building and ground. 
This was insufficient. They asked the co-ope- 
ration of the town government, which heart- 
ily aided in the enterprise. The council 
bought five acres of land on Gordon and Lee 
streets from Mr. John H. Mecaslin, of Atlanta, 
paying $5,000 for it. In a few weeks the 
town sold half the lots for $6,500, giving a 
good surplus to put in a suitable building, and 

Aeaving two and a half acres of ground on 
which to erect a building. A _ design 
was quickly obtained, and a building costing 
about $6,500 was erected and speedily fur-

nished with patent desks, globes, maps and 
charts. Tuition was fixed at $1 per month for 
pupils in all grades, payable in advance. 

_ The school was putin charge of Professor 
W. W. Lambdin, whose intelligent, earnest 
and successful labors in establishing in a few 
years a graded school that was famous the state 
over, will be long and gratefully remembered 
by the people of West End. 

Two years ago Professor Lambdin retired 
from the school to engagein the practice of 
law, and since that time the school has been 
controlled by Professor A. J. M. Bizien last 
year, and Professor J. H. Featherstone this 
year. 

Additions have been made to the school to 
increase its constant growth, and still more 
additious will have to be made at an early day. 

The gradation of the school covers eleven 
years, the same as the public schools of At- 
lanta from the first grade through the curricu- 
lum of the Girls’ High school. The four as- 
sissants, Miss Harden, Miss Nunnally, Miss 
Davies and Miss Pitts, together with Miss 
Lillie Smith, the teacher of music, constitute 
a corps of experienced and industrious workers 
in the school room. The building now has a 
capacity for about 240 pupils. 

THE VALUE OF PROPERTY. 

Several yearsago the taxable property of 
West End was only about $400,000. The pres- 
ent assessment is over one million dollars, 
being about $1,200,000. Many persons have 
made snug fortunes by finvestments in the 
town, for the increase in values has been sure, 
steady and rapid for seven oreight years,during 
which time the yalue of property in many 
isolated instances has been almost incredible. 

One gentleman said: 

“Property that I paid $1.30 per front foot for 
seven years ago, I am now selling at from $30 
to $37.50_per front foot.” 

Another said : 

“A lot I bought eight years ago 
sold six months ago for $2,000, and 
chaser now refuses $3,000 for it.” 

Whereupon another chimed in: 

“Ten years ago I bought two and a half 
acres of land for $350. The same land this 
year, without improvement, is valued by city 
and county at $5,000.”’ -

TRANSPORTATION. 

West End has two street car lines, each run- 
ning tiftesn-minute schedules. On one of 
these, the Broad street line, running through 
West End to West Vew, itis understood there 
will secon be placed dummies, which will run 
from Atlanta to West View cemetery. The 
Whitehall line, is believed, will soon be ex- 
tended a half mile further. Besides, the Cen- 
tral and West Point railroads are arranging 
for an-accommodation schedule on their lines 
running through West End that will enable&é 
large proportion of West Enders to come to 
the city in four or five minutes’ time. 

An electric line of cars is projected, and men 
of means and business are ready to push it to 
completion as soon asa satisfactory route and 
right-of-way are secured. 

RESIDENCE COMMUNITY. 

West End is emphatically a residence com- 
munity. There are no mannufactories, with 
soot and dust, no paupers, but a thrifty, well- 
to-do class of people, who generally own their 
homes; who have their garden, their thower 
yards, their horse and cow and fowls, and, 
who, away from thenoise and dust and strife 
of the great city, live in quiet and comfort.

CONGRESSMAN OATES TALKS. 

Colonel Oates, the deinecrat of the commit- 
tee, now serving his fourth term In congress, 
gas one of the most striking figures to be seen 
about the Kimball yesterday. 

He wears an empty sleeve, and was quite In 
harmony, so far as appearances went, with the 
spirit of the occasion yesterday. He is a man 
ef fine presence ; With iron-gray hair and close 
mustache a shade whiter; quick, shrewd eyes ; 
and as pleasant a face as one meets now-a-days. 
The missing right arm was lost in front of 
Richmond. It was his sixth wound, and re- 
peived in his twenty-seventh battle. 

“The courts here,”’ said he, ‘‘are in excel- 
jent shape—cowdn’t be better. In some parts 
ef the country the law is almost 
nullified by the judge’s suspending sentence. 
Under Judge McCoy and Judge Speer 
that practice amounted to an evil in this court. 
Judge Newman, we find, has suspended very 
few sentences and those have all been special 
Cases. 

“Minor abuses have been weeded out, 
andthe courts here now might be taken as 
models. 

“The only thing we can complain of now is 
the practice of bondsmen surrendering their 
prisoner just as his trial comes up in order to 
make the government bear the expense of 
transportation. It isn’t against the law, nor 
Isit by any means confined tothe district or 
state. It isdone everywhere, andthe only 
way to get at it is to change the law. 

“Yes, the courts here are a nnmber one. 
There are no better in the country.” 

REPLY TO COLONEL LIVINGSTON. 

In reply to the criticisms of President Liv- 
ingston of the Georgia State Alliance, con- 
cerning his letter on Alliance matters, Colonel 
Oates said: 

“Colonel Livingston’s democracy is not in 
accord with mine. Heseemsto have drawn 
hisinspirations, judging from his citations of 
authority to prove his positions, from sources 
mever suspected of giving utterance to demo- 
cratic teachings or principles. He cites Lin- 
coln, Chase and Garfield. 

“‘According to the report of his speech in 
the Rome Tribune, he did not seem to know, 
and if he did, failed to inform his audience, 
that more than $60,000,000 of treasury notes 
were ever issued, whereas, there are over 
$340,000,000 of them now in circulation. He 
also says in his Rome speech that I did not 
quote all of section 8, article 1, of the consti- 
tution, which was true, beause it was unneces- 
Bary to an intelligent comprehension of 
my meaning. He says that, under 
the last sentence, General welfare of the 
United States, congress has a_ settled 
practice to do whatever it wishes provided it 
is not inhibited positively by the constitution, 
and seems to think that this is good democratic 
doctrine. Thomas Jefferson, who is consid- 
ered the father of democracy, says of this 
clause of tle constitution: 

* * * to lay taxes for the purpose of providing for 
the general welfare; for tle laying of taxes is the 
power, andthe general welfare the purpose, for 
which the power is to be exercised. Ci nzress is 
not to lay taxes adlibitum for any purpose they 
a, but oniy to pay the debts or provide for 

- general weifare of the union. In like manner

or the general welfare, but only to lay taxes for
